Is it possible to find a good workout buddy— 
who’s also a stranger— online? It all depends

It didn’t take long for Dimitri Ajazi to 
realize his plan for meeting a weightlifting 
buddy from Craigslist was going south. 

Several men had replied to his ad, 
but most of them just wanted to “hang 
out” or meet for drinks. He eventually 
found someone willing to train, but the 
stranger showed up a half hour late for 
their scheduled workout at a Bally’s Total 
Fitness in Chicago. When he did arrive, 
it was obvious the potential partner had 
no weightlifting experience and Ajazi, 
who lives in Niles, was acting more as 
a personal trainer than an equal. That’s 
when he decided to bail. 

“I cut my workout short, and realizing 
I’d be doing little more than teaching him, 
I told him I had to go,” said Ajazi, 36. 

His story is not uncommon. From 
hard-core body-builders to wannabe gym 
rats, many people in Chicago turn to the 
Web in search of someone with whom 
they can pump a little iron or participate 
in athletic activities. But it doesn’t always 
go according to plan. 

A quick glance at the dozens of posts 
seeking workout buddies on the Activity 
Partners and Platonic Only sections of 
Craigslist is evidence of the trend, along 
with the host of Web sites promising to 
do the heavy lifting to find you a serious 
gym partner. Still, local fitness experts 
say to be wary before leaping into the 
wilderness of the Web. 

“It’s good to have a partner, but people 
should be safe about the Internet because 


a lot of bad things can happen,” said 
Michelle Rossfeld, a Gold Coast-based 
fitness trainer for women, who added 
that women should be especially careful. 

Not that every online experience ends 
up a horror story Wicker Park resident 
April Schneider, 25, was relatively new to 
Chicago in February when she posted an 
ad on Craigslist seeking a running partner 
to join her in training for a half marathon. 
A few people whom Schneider described 
as creepy responded, but she eventually 
received a serious inquiry That’s how 
she met Gillian Rawling, 29, of Lakeview, 
who was similar to her in age, location 
and running ability 

“Most people didn’t want to give 
me their last name or their Facebook 
page, but Gillian seemed very normal,” 
Schneider said. 

They exchanged several e-mails over 
the next few days before deciding to 
meet up in a public place to run together. 
A third person who responded never 
showed up. 

Schneider and Rawling became fast 
friends. 

“It worked out very well,” Rawling said. 
‘April and I still run together and we even 
hang outside of running.” 

Finding that perfect match for 
a workout buddy can be difficult, 
however. 

“To me, finding people online sounds 
more like a dating thing,” said Michael 
Sokol, a fitness trainer and president of 
Chicago-based One-on-One Training. 
“The problem is that it’s hard because you 


want to be in similar shape, have similar 
goals and schedule and it seems like that 
might be difficult to find online.” 

Max Boroumand, 45, knows all about 
that difficulty After his wife got pregnant 
last year, he posted ads on Craigslist in San 
Francisco seeking a walking partner for her 
and a squash partner for himself What he 
got was fantastically bad results. 

“We got a lot of spam, porn and people 
who wanted a date under the auspices of 
working out,” said Boroumand, who lives 
in San Rafael, Calif 

As an experiment, he posted the 
same ads in cities all over the country 
and realized it wasn’t just a West Coast 
thing. 

‘A lot of people just wanted to have sex; 
it was amazing,” he said. 

Six months ago, Boroumand created 
a Web site called fitnesschum.com. He 
says the site matches serious members 
based on factors such as skill level, how 
often they exercise and what sports they 
gravitate toward. 

The desire to have a workout buddy 
in the first place is a good one, said Clint 
Phillips, a personal trainer for fitness Web 
site fitchicago.com. 

“One day someone might not want to 
go and you get dragged by your buddy; it’s 
good accountability,” said Phillips. ‘Also 
you just have someone to chit-chat with 
during your workout and it makes it more 
fim.” 

Not to mention the costs that come 
with having a personal trainer. According 
to Sokol, the average cost of training in 
Chicago is from $65 to $150 an hour. 

“If you can’t afford a trainer,” he said, 
“finding a partner is certainly a good 
idea.”

Having a good workout buddy is a bet- 
ter alternative than trying to do every- 
thing yourself, but personal trainers and 
local fitness experts say hiring a profes- 
sional is the best way to go if you can 
afford it. 

The simple act of spending money 
on a trainer usually makes people more 
keen on sticking to a plan, experts say 
But there are other reasons as well. 

One common problem that can arise 
with workout buddies is that they may 
tend to tell each other what the other 
person wants to hear, said Michael 
Sokol, a fitness trainer and president of 
Chicago-based One-on-One Training. 

“Since ours is a business relationship, 
we can be honest as far as telling peo- 


ple what they need to do to improve,” 
Sokol said. “If you want someone to tell 
you that you look good, hire a shrink.” 

It’s also possible that a workout part- 
ner may be giving you wrong advice. 

“You might have a friend who says, 
‘Hey here’s what I know’ and they’re 
teaching you things they learned in 
high school, but a lot of things have 
changed, and that’s why having a men- 
tor really helps,” said Michelle Rossfeld, 
a Gold Coast-based fitness trainer for 
women. 

Good trainers also have the ability 
to adjust exercises to the quirks of an 
individual’s body 

“People have different bodies and 
there’s some exercises that some peo- 
ple can’t do,” Sokol said. “We teach you 
to protect yourself from injury”

Cocktails with class 


After a year of serving up classic 
cocktails in a hush-hush, speakeasy 
atmosphere, The Violet Hour’s no 
big secret around here. But now that 
your date’s gotten wind of the recent 
national press attention (in Esquire’s 
“Best Bars,” GQ’s “Top 20 Cocktails” 
and The New York Times, no less) 
and wants to know what all the fuss 
is about, a date night may be in order. 
Here’s a warning: It’s still hot as ever. 

The basics: If you don’t get lucky 
after taking a date here, your mack 
needs a major overhaul; this real-life 
speakeasy (minus the Prohibition 
aspect, obvs) is quiet, sexy and inti- 
mate. The entrance protocol remains 
the same: Head into the unassuming 
entrance (marked only by a lightbulb) 
and depending on whether there is 
seating available, the doorman will 
usher you to your seat or put your cell 
phone number on the wait list. 

Noise level: The atmosphere 
remains hushed and conversation- 
friendly The music varies but blends 
into the background, and gabbing (or 


even texting) on your cell is taboo. If 
given the choice, avoid the urge to 
sit in the high-backed chairs; though 
they’re inviting, they make for difficult 
conversation. Instead, nestle into a 
booth, or sit at the bar for a close-up 
view of the cocktail-making. 

What to order: You can’t go wrong 
with any selection here. The Violet 
Hour is one of the few bars around 
town that treats its bartenders like 
gourmet chefs, and they act like it, 
laboring over drinks with painstaking 
care. If you’re lucky, you’ll even spy 
Toby Maloney, the big-time New Y^rk 
mixologist who helped launch The 
Violet Hour, mixing behind the bar. 

Go ahead and order the Juliet & 
Romeo ($12), the cocktail that scored 
the nod from GQ. Gin lovers will 
savor this blend of Beefeater, mint, 
cucumber and rosewater. In the mood 
for a milkshake with a kick? Try the 
Chicago Flip ($12), a rich concoction 
of FrapinVS cognac, egg, Dow’s Tawny 
Port, cream and nutmeg.

It tackles an 
array of modern 
topics unheard of 
in the 1970s, like 
Internet pornog- 
raphy and Viagra, 
and features photographs (and drawings, 
when things get too graphic) of a buff 21st- 
Century couple. 

But still. In a society where, if anything, 
people talk and think far too much about sex 
already, what is the point of reading anything 
else about it? Is there anything new to say? 

Yes, indeed, said Susan Quilliam, a British 
sexologist, advice columnist and relation- 
ship counselor who extensively revised the 
book, which will make its American debut 
next month. People desperately need help in 
negotiating the culture’s bewildering sexual 
messages, she said.

In response, area 
police forces shut 
down stretches of 
roadways, including, 
at one point, the entire 
Indiana Toll Road 
between the Illinois 
and Ohio borders. 

“If we had the 
manpower, we’d 
close down every 
expressway in the 
area,” one State Police 
dispatcher said. 
Among the traffic 
incidents: 

» Linda Ghilardi, 46, 
and her son, Lawrence 
Jett, 22, of Holiday 
Hills were killed after 
the vehicle Ghilardi 
was driving collided 
with a garbage truck 
near Moraine Hills 
State Park, police said. 
It was the only fatal 
accident reported in 
northeast Illinois. 

» A collision involving 
10 vehicles caused 
delays on the inbound 
Kennedy Expressway 
at Cumberland 
Avenue, Illinois State 
Police said. 

» Police described 
the traffic situation 
on the Dan Ryan 
and Bishop Ford 
Expressways as 
“insane,” with crashes 
in both directions 
between 31st and 111th 
Streets. 

» CTA and Metra 
reported substantial 
delays on buses and 
trains, as well as some 
service suspension.

ICE MAKES WAY 
FOR FLOODING 


An ice storm across tlie city Friday gave 
way to a new tlireat: potentially severe 
rain and flooding. 

“It’s a Catch-22,” said Marisa Kollias, 
spokeswoman for the Illinois Department 
of Transportation. “We’re getting rid of 
one problem— the ice — but we’re getting 
another problem with the flooding.” 

Rising temperatures possibly up to 6o 
degrees are expected to melt much of the 
snow and ice Saturday 

Emergency officials estimate the thaw 
could mean as much as 2 to 3 inches of 
snow melt. Heavy rain forecast throughout the weekend 
could add another i to 3 inches to the deluge. 

With the ground frozen solid and many storm drains 
clogged with ice, the runoff water could spill onto 
creeks, streams, rivers and even roads, experts said. 
Emergency officials from Des Plaines to Chicago and 
Oak Lawn were on alert for what one emergency official 


feared could amount to record flooding. 

The National Weather Service issued 
flash-flood warnings stretching from cen- 
tral through northern Illinois and north- 
west Indiana. 

“We’re going to melt much of the snow 
and ice. How much and how rapidly is the 
uncertainty,” said meteorologist Casey 
Sullivan with the National Weather 
Service. 

Water Department Commissioner John 
Spatz asked residents not to park above 
curbside catch basins, which drain water 
from rain and melted snow into the sewer system. 

On Friday, city crews were working frantically to 
clean those basins— numbering about 250,000 city- 
wide, or six or seven per block, according to Spatz. 

He also appealed to people to clear basins in their 
neighborhoods of slush, ice and snow. “If they could 
help out, we’d appreciate it,” he said.

Santa gunman

Law enforcement officials say the gunman 
who killed nine people in a Christmas Eve 
attack at his ex-in-laws’ Covina, Calif, home 
intended to flee to Canada but was severely 
burned before he killed himself 

Police said Friday that after the shootings, 
45-year-old Bruce Jeffrey Pardo used a home- 
made device to torch the home. He suffered 
third-degree burns, authorities say, and his 
Santa suit actually melted onto his body After 
Pardo shot himself to death at his brother’s 
home, authorities found $17,000 on him and a 
plane ticket for a flight from L. A. to Canada. 

Police did not identify the victims of the 
massacre, but believe his ex-wife, Sylvia, and 
her parents were among the dead. 


Flight stuck in snow 

A Southwest Airlines flight bound for L.A. out 
of Midway Airport on Friday got stuck in the 
snow. All 94 passengers on board Flight 688 
were taken off the plane and bused back to 
a terminal, city officials said. There were no 
injuries.

A 20-year-old Schaumburg man was scheduled 
to appear in Bond Court Friday on charges 
that he broke into a Bartlett home and stole 
Christmas presents. David Olson of the 900 
block of Santuit Court was charged with 
residential burglary after his arrest Thursday. 

Quiet shopping day 

Even though many retailers opened their stores 
before dawn Friday, malls appeared relatively 
quiet. The number of people visiting shopping 
centers declined an estimated 19 percent from 
the day after Christmas last year, according 
to market research firm NPD Group, based on 
visits to 26 malls nationwide.
